ne  CC  wonder  of  Block  Breaks.  With  the  college's  Block 

Plan  where  students  take  one  class  at  a  time,  they  receive 

the  opportunity  to  take  a  four  day  weekend  after  each 

three  and  a  half  week  class. 

On  the  first  block  break  Freshman  Outdoor 
Orientation  Trips  (FOOT)  provided  first-years  with  an 
introduction  to  the  wilderness  and  with  an  opportunity 
to  make  lasting  friendships.

Mr.  Snyder  has  done  extensive  research  in  the  Front 
Range  of  the  Rock  Mountains.  His  research  involves 
studying  multi-species  interactions  and  what  ecological  and 
evolutionary  effects  they  have  on  each  other.  He  has  also 
done  studies  of  conservation  and  man.  For  his  dissertation, 
Snyder  documented  the  relationship  between  Abert's 
squirrels  and  Ponderosa  Pine  trees.  Some  of  his  research 
has  been  published  in  Popular  Magazine  where  one  of  his 
studies  was  featured  as  a  cover  story.

lights  faded  into  mist  as  the  dancers  seized  the  floor. 
The  action  began.  Bodies  twirled,  twisted  and  rose  in 
melodious  unison.  The  art  appeared  seamless  and  effortless 
as  the  dance  floor  transformed  into  a  living  tapestty  of  style 
and  emotion. 

Hard  work  and  discipline  helped  to  form  success  for 
many  dancers,  as  well  as  free  spirit  and  fun  which  were 
intrinsic  to  the  dance  community.  For  many  students,  dance 
classes  offered  a  whole  new  level  of  performance  with  styles 
that  ranged  from  classical  ballet  to  modern  integrations  of 
love  and  relationships.  Students  were  also  given  the 
oppurtunity  to  choreograph  two  shows  a  year,  and  often 
competed  in  different  cities  to  showcase  their  talent. 

The  atmosphere  in  the  dancehalls  reflected  the 
relaxed  atmosphere  of  the  entire  campus.  Amidst  this 
environment,  creativity  was  encouraged  and  more  of  an 
emphasis  was  placed  on  choreoghraphy  rather  than  rigid 
structure. 

Co-coordinator  of  Dance  Workshop,  Helena  Chalverus 
stated,  "Dancers  that  come  out  of  CC  tend  to  choreograph 
their  own  dances  rather  than  working  underneath 
somebody." 

This  spirit  of  freedom  and  independence  arched  and 
bounded  across  the  dance  floor  in  the  agile  form  of  dancers. 
Students  found  that  dance  appealed  to  a  wide  audience.

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In  October  four  Political  Science  professors  debated  the 

presidential  election.  Representing  the  democrates  Andy 
Dunham  and  visiting  professor  Vera  Finnel  argued  that  the 
past  four  years  under  President  Clinton  were  a  time  of 
cleaning  up  after  the  1980's  republican  presidents.
